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DETAILED ACTION 


1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group I (claims 1-21 , and 29-33) in Paper 
No. 7 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the searches for groups I 
and II would be co-extensive. This is not found persuasive because the method claims 
(22-28) would be classified in a different class than claims 1-21 and 29-33. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. Claims 22- 
28 are withdrawn from further consideration as being drawn to non-elected subject. 


2. The informal drawings are not of sufficient quality to permit examination. 
Accordingly, new drawings are required in reply to this Office action. 

Examiner has a hard time to review structure of drawings because they are 
so dark. 

The drawings are objected to because "magnetic housing 20 does not shown in 
any figures of the drawings, the element comprising at least one input or output for the 
power and/or signal, claim 1 , line 3, etc... . A proposed drawing correction or corrected 
drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance.

(c) STATEMENT REGARDING FEDERALLY SPONSORED RESEARCH OR 

DEVELOPMENT. 

(d) INCORPORATION-BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED ON A 

COMPACT DISC (See 37 CFR 1 .52(e)(5) and MPEP 608.05. Computer 
program listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), 
and tables having more than 50 pages of text are permitted to be 
submitted on compact discs.) or 

REFERENCE TO A "MICROFICHE APPENDIX" (See MPEP § 608.05(a). 
"Microfiche Appendices" were accepted by the Office until March 1 , 2001 .)

4. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 


Arrangement of the Specification 


The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words . It is important that 
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the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the connputer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 


5. The spacing of the lines of the specification is such as to make reading and entry 
of amendments difficult. New application papers with lines double spaced on good 
quality paper are required. 

6. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
Page 7, line 35, change "solder bump 14" to -projection 14--. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

7. A substitute specification in proper idiomatic English and in compliance with 37 
CFR 1 .52(a) and (b) is required. The substitute specification filed must be accompanied 
by a statement that It contains no new matter. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

8. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shiall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making and using 
it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it 
is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of 
carrying out his Invention. 

9. Claims 1-21, and 29-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as 
to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time 
the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The specification is 
silent regarding: 

"the element comprising at least one input", claims 1, 18, 21 , and 29, line 3, 
"sub-assembly", claim 14, line 1, "the electrical element is chosen from the group 
consisting of: electrical circuitry, battery, coil, and loudspeaker", claims 10, 32, lines 1-2, 
"...within a container", claim 5, lines 1-2, "the at least one projection is displaceable in 
relation to the electrical element", claim 7, lines 1-2. 

10. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

11. Claims 1-21, and 29-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 
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Regarding claims 1, 18, 21, and 29, lines 2-4, it is unclear. Based on review 

structure of drawings and specification, examiner does not understood. How 

does the structure to describe "an electrical element... within the housing." 

Regarding claim 1 , line 2, it is unclear. What does applicant meant of "an 
electrical element adapted to provide or receive power and/or an electrical signal." 
What does applicant meant of "an electrical adapted to provide?" 

The word "adapted" is vague and not positive claim language. 

Regarding claim 1 , line 8, it is unclear. What does applicant meant of "the 
projection being adapted to be introduced into the opening...?" What does applicant 
meant of "introduced" in here? 

Regarding claim 2, it is unclear. Does applicant meant of "another opening" in 
which applicant already defined in claim 1 , line 5.? 

Regarding claim 3, it is unclear. Does applicant meant of "another indentation" in 
which applicant already defined in claim 1 , line 5.? 

Regarding claim 3, line 3, it is unclear. What/where does applicant meant of "the 
housing being electrically conducting at?" 

Regarding claims 4, 31, line 2, and claim 19, lines 1-2, it is unclear. Does 
applicant meant of "the electrical element comprises two electrical inputs and/or 
outputs" different than "the electrical element comprising at least one input or output, 
claim 1 , line 2, and claim 18, line 3? 
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Regarding claims 4, 31 , line 3, it is unclear. Does applicant meant of "the 
housing comprising two openings" different than "the housing comprising an opening, 
claim 1, line 4? 

Regarding claim 4, line 6, it is unclear. What does applicant meant of "wherein 
the other projection is electrically conducting...?" 

Regarding claim 4, line 7, it is unclear. What does applicant meant of "wherein 
the other projection is electrically conducting... to the other of inputs and/or outputs...?" 

Regarding claim 9, line 4, it is unclear. What does applicant meant of " the at 
least one electrical input and/or output comprising an end of the coil?" What does 
structure of the electrical input and/or output caused to be "comprising an end of the 
coil"? 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 


12. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 


13. Claims 1-21, and 29-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Haas et al. (U. S. Patent 5,628,653). 

As best understood by the drawing, specification, and moot by 1 12 first and 
second paragraph, Haas discloses an assembly (shielded modular adapter 100-figure 
1, column 3, line 35) comprising: 

an electrical element (wire 106-figures 1-4, column 3, line 43) being provided or 
received power and/or electrical signal, the electrical element (106) comprising at least 
one input (pin 107, column 3, line 44, pin 107 connect to connector 101 -figure 1) for 
receiving signal (i.e: when connector (1 01 ) being inserted into some source) and the 
electrical element (106) being position inside a housing (body 102-figure 1, column 3, 
line 36), the housing comprising and opening (opening of the hosing 208-see figures 1- 
2) at an inner surface thereof, the assembly further comprising at least one projection 
(207-figure 2, column 4, line 2) being attached to the electrical element (106) (column 4, 
lines 2-3), the projection being adapted into the opening (opening of the housing 208).
